Business is rushing towards the close 
of the session and bills and estimates 
are being rapidly crowded through. As 


a result of the grain blockade of last 


winter and with a view of lessening 
the evil should such or like conditious 


arise, important ameadmenis have 
been made to the Manitoba Grain Act. 
Strange to say these amendments did 
not bring down that tide of opposition 
from the Manitoba combine which 
iormer efforts in the same line did. 
The amendments remove the restric-~ 
tions which formerly existed on the 
construction of flat warehouses and 
loading platforms at railway stalions. 
Under the Manitoba Grain Act as 
was originally passed no provision Lay 
made for grain warehouses through 
which grain could be handled commer- 
cially, other than elevators. There 
was a provision wherepy a flat ware- 
house, jor storage purposes only, might 
be built at a railway siding; or the 
number increased by the owners as- 
suming the interest charges on the 
track and roadbed of the railway \sid- 
ing. This clause, although apparently 
permitting the erection of warehouses, 
really prevented them, 1 the first 
place by not allowing them to be used 
for ordinary commercial purposes and 
in the second place by saddling them 
with heavy interest charges. The rau- 
way company, claiming absolute own- 
ership of their right-of-way, : 
themsehves io be in a position to dic- 
tate the terms upon which buildings 
of any kind might be erected upon that 
tight-of-way even for purposes of ship- 
ment of grain. When the original 
bill was before parliament this co°- 
tention of the railway companies was 
sirongly upheld) by the premier and 
other members of the government in 
opposition to the contentions of Rich- 
ardson, of Lisgar, and Oliver, of Al- 
berta, who claimed that the right-ot- 
way was given to the company only 
for wse in connection with transpor- 
tation; aad to require that it might be 
occupied by buildings in aid of trans- 
portation, was not to divert it from 
its original puxpose but to insist on its 
being used for the very and espeical 
purpose for which it was granted. Ai 
that iime the opponents of the com- 
bine were unsuccessful, but the circum- 
stances of last season brought out the 
case so strongly and clearly that 
when the amendments of the present 
session were proposed there was not a 
word of protest from any course. What 
two years ago was denounced by the 
highest authotities as socialism is now 
the law of the land accepted by all. 
The railway companies are compelled 
to permit the erection on their right- 
of-way of any number cf flat ware- 
houses that may be directed by the 
grain commissioner at the same rental 
as charged standard elevators and 
without restriction as to purpose or 
other restriction as to material or size 
than that the roofs shall be gf metal. 

Another amendment was in connec- 
tion with loading platforms. The orig- 
inal Grain Act required the company 
to erect platforms on demand being 
made but as there was no limit of time 
the delay made by the company prac- 
tically set ihe provisions of the act at 
defiance. The amendments give the 
company thirty days in which to erect 
a loading platform after notice has 
given by the grain commissioner, but 
they are not required to erect during 
the winter months. 

An important new provision in the 
amendments is that relating to the 
distribution of cars. Last season dur- 
ing the blockade it wajs found that all 
provisions for the protection of the 
tarmer were practically set at naught 
by the railway companies by their dis- 
tribution of cars. Under the new pro- 
vision a book of public record must be 
kept in which applications for cars are 
entered and must be filled by the com- 
company in the order of application 
provided the company bas _ sufficient 
cars to fiil all the orders, but if the 
company has not sufficient cars to fill 
all orders the cars are_ divid- 
ed amongst the applicants s0 
that one car ‘goes to each 
applicant until all are supplied and 
then the remainder are divided ratably 
amongst the applicants according to 
their requirements. . 

No doubt the Grain Act mighi be 
amended im many other important de- 
tails but it is a long step in advance 
that control has been aSsumed by the 
country of the companies’ right-of-way 
for the punpose of handling grain, and 
of the distribution of the companies’ 
cars. Whether these provisions will 
work out satisfactorily or not they em- 
body a necessary principle of control, 
and the perfection of their details need 
only be a matter of time, and experi- 
ence. 

There are also provisions to regulate 
the storage of grain in different ele- 
vator bins to meet the condition which 
occurred last fall when buyers refused 
to take any grain as number one on 
the plea that their No. 1 bins were 
full and they had no more storage for 
that grade. This was the point upon 
which the rankest steal took place. 

On the whole it would appear that 
the combine overshot the mark in 
their rapacity last fall. That idea, 
coupled) with the feeling throughout 
the east that the success of the west- 
ern farmer meanis the success of the 
whole of Canada, makes it much easier 
to impress parliament as to the rights 
and wrongs of the farmer than was 
the case a year or two ago. 

In the supplementary estimates the 
Northwest government receives an ad- 
dition to its subsidy for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1903, of $100,000. This 
with the $50,000 voted io complete the 
services of this year, although not sui- 
ficient to meet Territorial syequire- 
ments, will somewhat relieve the 
stringency and are at least an indica- 
tion that the government is inclined to 
meet the increasing ueeds of the Ter- 
ritorial government. Stil it seems un- 
able to appreciate how rapidly those 
needs are increasing.

This bill has been © at -every 
stage by Lariviere, conservative mem- 
ber for Provencher, Manitoba. Before 
the private bills committee he had ob- 
jected to the fact that the petitioner 
wais an alien. He also objected to the 
name used. These objections were met 
by amendments drafted by a sub-com- 
mittee of which be wais 2 member. Noi- 
withstanding this when the bill came 
into the house to be considered in com- 
mittee of the whole he again cpus’ 
it-and urged the very ame entis 
which had been made ‘in deference to 
his wishes in the private bills com- 
mittee as a reason why the bill should 
be rejected in the House. He was par- 
ticularly strong in his objection to the 
use of the word “Catholic in the 
title, claiming that its use would tend 
to confuse, by iessenng the distinction 
existing, between the Greek -church 
united with, the church of Rome and 
the Orthodox Greek church. He did 
not receive much: suport in this con- 
tention as it was shown that the name 
“Catholic” was claimed by and allow- 
edi to several Christian churches. 
Amongst other instances was that of 
the incorporation by the Quebec leg- 
islature of a body knoyyn as the Catho- 
lic Apostolic church. If the legislature 
of Quebec consisting of a very large 
majority of Roman Catholics could see 
no objection to incorporating a church 
body with the name “Catholic Apgsio- 
lic” there could be no objection to par- 
liament incorporating another church 
body whose name included the word 
“Catholic” ‘but who used the swords 
“Orthodox Ru'sso-Greek” to specially 
distinguish them from any Dther 
church body. The Minister of Public 
Works replying to the objection that 
the petitioning bishop was an alien and 
non-resident, pointed out that not only 
was the head of the Roman Catholic 
church, of which he himiself was - a 
member, a resident of a foreign coun- 
try but the heads of nearly all the re- 
ligiows orders within that church were 
also residents of foreign countries. 
“Where will our church be,” he asked 
“if churches are not to be recdgniz 


because of the foreign residence of 
their dignitaries.” The bill was car- 
ried in committee without serious 


amendment. But on the ibird reading 
Mr. Lariviere moved the six months 
hoist ,seconded by Mr. Demers, liber- 
al, of St. John, Que. The vote stood 


| seventy-one to thiriy-fqur in favor of

Thanks to the Fighting 
Western Members.

The 1902 session of Parliament wil 
go on record in the annals of the Do- 
minion as being notable for the ag- 
gressiveness manifested py western 
members and the determined manner 
in which they made themselves felt, 
The liberal members from Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories have 
taught parliament and the country 
that the west is to be re.koned 
with. a | 


A striking case in point has een 
the killing of the Red Deer Valley 
railway bith and the similar bill pro- 
longing the charter, with land grant 
attached, for the extension of the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton railway south- 
ward to the boundary. ‘The scalps 
of these two bills decorate the belts 
of western liberal members; trophies 
of which they have just reason to be 
proud, and for which they deserve and 
are given the thanks of the’ west. 
It was by standinig to the fight deter- 
minedly until it was fought io the 
finish, that the band of liberal repre- 
sentatives from the west won these 
victories. There are future victories 
for the west to be won in the same 
way, when the western members are 
more in number and are liberals to 
a man, as they will be after the next 
general election. The west will never 
again elect high tarilf protectionists 


like Messrs. Boyd, Roche and La- 
Riviere, mere obedient voters at the 
bidding of party leaders who are 


bound and committed to the policy of 
taxing the consumers of the country 
in the interests of the manufacturers. 

The fight against the Red River 
Valley railway bill was a prolonged 
one. The western liberals fought it 
first in the committee. After its re- 
pection in the committee by a ma- 
jority of one, Mr. Charlton and Mr, 
Cowan brought it up in the House, 
and managed on a division to get it 
referred back to the committee. This 
reference of the bill back to the com- 
mittee was grossly misrepresented at 
the time in some quarters as meaning 
that the government was bent on 
forcing the bill through. Nothing 
could have been farther from the 
mark; as the event proved. The  re- 
ference back to the committee only 
made the victory of the wesiern 
liberals all the greater. Mr. 
Oliver contended that the holders of 
the charter only wanted to hang on 
to the land grant, which had greatly 

increased in value: it was for that 
Ghay wanted the time for building ex- 

ended. Their anxiety to build was 
a minus quantity; it was the land 
they did not want to lose their hold 
on. ! tt {& 

As Mr. McCreary put it, the com- 
mittee by killing the bill would make 
the Dominion a present of $1,000,000 
worth of land. ‘Thanks to the fight- 
ing westerners, the bill was killed; as 
also the Calgary and Edmonton bill, 
the killing of which saved in like man- 
ner a great area of the public domain 
from passing into the possession of a 
railway company. Both these chart- 
ers were granted before the liberal 
party attamed power, needless to say; 
under liberal rule, railway charters 
have not carried land grants. That 
was one of the matters of public 
policy under conservative rule which 
the liberal government reformed out 
of existence. ‘

1837, -in Aberdeen, Scotland, and is 


the second, son of James Lendrum 
Searth, of the family of Binscarth, 


in Orkney, Scotland. Educated at 
Aberdeen ari Edinburgh. Came to 
this country at the age of 16 years. 
He was engaged in Hamilton, and 
afterwards in Toronto in railway 
and mercantile life for many years. 
Married on April 27, 1869, to the 
youngest daughter of Dr. John Mc- 
caulay Hamilton, R. N., formerly of 
Orkney. He made Toronto his 
headquarters, and his disposition 
and energy were such that he soon 
became known in public life. Being 
a strong supporter of the conser- 
vative party, he took a prominent 
position in the U. E. conservative 
club of that city. He became a 
memoer of the city council there, 
and in the years he sat at the coun- 
cil board displayed great judgment 
and marked ability.

It is, said by supporters of the 
proposition that the only way to 
compete with the American lines is 
to have a railway operating in con- 
jyanction with the steamship line.

Saw Condor in Distress. 


Victoria, B.C., May 12.—Robert Mar. 
shall, a boat puller on the schooner 
Mary Taylor, one of the sealing schoon- 
ers which has not yet returned to port, 
in a letter to a friend here, says, re- 
ferring to the loss of the sloop-of-war 
Condor, which went down in a gale 
off Cape Flatlery in December last, 
one of the schooners saw her in dis- 
tress, but could not get near her. She 
was firing guns and firing rockets. 

If it is true that a schooner was in 
the vicinity at the time, she is the only 
vessel which survived the gale, the 
big collier Mattewan and the Condor 
having both been lost in it. Up to the 
present no one nas been seen who saw 
either go down, but there is sufficient 
evidence of their loss in the wreckage 
strewn along the coast. ‘

The Island of St. Vincent. 


New York, May 14.—In a despatch 
from its correspondent on the Island 
of St. Vincent, B. W. L., the Herald 
Bays; “Admonitory rumblings and 
earthquakes in the vicinity of the 
Soufriere came two weeks ago, and 
on Monday, May 5, the lake in the old 
crater became greatly disturbed. On 
Tuesday at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the mountain began a series of vol- 
canic efforts. Severe earthquakes ac- 
companied these terrific noises and 
detonations succeeded quickly. 

_ At 7 o'clock in the evening an 
immense column of steam issued from 
the crater and lasted until midnight. 
Terrific explosions followed on Wed- 
nesday morning and at 7 o’clock there 
was another violent escape of steam. 

This ascended for three hours, when 
other material wajs ejected. At noon 
three craters appeared to open and 
began to vomit lava: six streams at 
once ran down the sides of the moun- 
tain, making an awful scene. The 
mountain labored heavily for half an 
hour after the appearance of the lava. 
Fire flashed around the edges of the 
craters, and there were tremendous 
detonations in succession, rapidly 
merging into a continuous roar. 

This lasted through Wednesday 
night and until Friday morning. The 
thunderings of the volcano were heard 


throughout the Caribbean Sea. ‘The 
eruption ge Wednesduy. A huge 
cloud in a dark and dense. column, 


charged with volcanic matter, rose to 
a height of eight miles from the 
mountain top. Darkness like mid- 
night descended and the sulphurous 
air was laden with fine dust. A black 
rain followed, a rain of favilla scoriae, 
rocks and stones. 

There were bright flashes luminous 
and marvellowsly rapid. These, with 
thundering, the mountain shocks, and 
earthquake roar, the lava -and fall- 
ing stones, created a scene of horror. 
Large areas of cultivated land have 
been buried beneath the volcanic mat- 
ter. On the windward coast seven 
plantations are totally destroyed. Noth- 
ing green is visible. Sixteen hundred j 
and twenty deaths are already re- 
ported. There are 167 cases in the 
hospital at Georgetown under treat- 
ment. 

The deaths have been caused chief- 
ly by suffocation. by the sulphurous 
gas, lightning and burning lava masses. 
New of the cases in the hospital are 
likely to recover. The crew of H. M. 
S. Indefatigable buried thirty peas- 
ants found dead on the Owia state, 
north of Soufriere. A new crater is 
reported formed on the Richmond 
state near the seashore. The county 
districts on the windward coast are 
littered with dead bodies. Kingstion, 
the capital, and the whole population 
are safe. There have n no. acci- 
dents or deaths. Clouds of dust are 
blowing over the city, however, The 
royal mail steamer Wear is trans- 
porting food and water to the leeward 
coust. Sailing vessels proceed to the 
windward coast on the same errand; 
doctors and nurses have gone to the 
scene of distress. “che majority of 
the corpses found are covered with 


wshes, decomposed and hardly  ap- 

proachable. The dead are being 

buried in trenches, thirty in each. 
Castries, Island, of St. Lucia, 


Tuesday, May 13.—It has just been of- 
ficially reported that there are 1,600 
dead, up to yesterday, at St. Vincert.
